They are 
kept free from any amount of sewage de- 
by means of peculiarly constructed 
each of which does the work of an 
hundred men, The smaller ones are kept 
clean bp hand, six hundred and thirty men 
being employed tor the purpose, whoue ten- 
ure of Li ) 
rarely exeveds fifteen years. It is by such 
4 perfect system of sewarage tliat Paris has 
earned the title of being the cleanest city 
in the world. All the solid matter is util 
ized and made to pay a revenue to the city 
largely exceeding the interest on the origi- 
cost of the sewers.
